Ho w to Fringe a Circle. 
A fringed edge is alway s pretty 
when new, but so o n wears o ut in 
washing, and requires care and trim ­ 
ming to keep it lo o king well; and as 
it is no t durable it is unsatisfacto ry as 
a finish to a piece upo n which much 
lime and ey esight have been expended. 
Fringed circles can be made by 
amateurs if the penciled line be fo l­ 
lo wed o n the sewing machine with a 
clo se stitch and afterwards butto n­ 
ho led in silk to harmo nize with the 
predo minating co lo r, o r in plain white. 
The threads are then drawn, as in 
o rdinary fringing, until they will pull 
o ut any farther but run into the edge 
o f Ihe circle, wThen they are cut o ff to 
the required length o f the fringe. 
It 
is easier to do this latter wo rk if two 
circles have been drawn in the first 
place, the o uter o ne m arking the width 
o f the fringe, and the linen cut o u 
this line befo re beginning to draw the 
threads. 
A deep fringe may be 
kno tted with go o d effect. 
Circles 
may also be edged with a ro lled hern 
alo ng the penciled line, and then a 
nice quality o f lace clo sely o ver­ 
handed o n.-Fro m “Appro priate Edges 
fo r Linen Embro ideries,” in Demo - 
rest’s Magazine fo r April.

How to Fringe a Circle. 
A fringed edge is always pretty 
when new, bat soon wears out in 
washing, and requires care and trim­ 
ming to keep it looking well; and as 
it is not durable it is unsatisfactory as 
a finish to a piece upon which much 
time aud eyesight have been expended. 
Fringed circles can be made by 
amateurs if the penciled line be fol­ 
lowed on the sewing machine with a 
close stitch and afterwards button­ 
holed in silk to harmonize with the 
predominating color, or in plain white. 
The threads are then drawn, as in 
ordinary fringing, until they will pull 
oat any farther but ran into the edge 
of the circle, when they are cut off to 
the reqnired length of the fringe. It 
is easier to do this latter work if two 
circles have been drawn in the first 
place, the outer one marking the width 
of the fringe, and the linen cut on 
this line before beginning to draw the 
threads. 
A deep fringe may be 
knotted with good effect. 
Circles 
may also be edged with a rolled hem 
along the penciled line, and then a 
nice quality of lace closely over­ 
handed on.-From “Appropriate Bdges 
for Linen Embroideries,” in Demo­ 
rest^ Magazine for April.

His R esidence In St. Pnnl P artia lly 
D estroyed by Fire.

R. Merrlam’s lieautiful residence at the 
corner of Cedar street aud Sherburne 
avenue was alm ost destroyed by fire 
at an early bour this morning. Fortu­ 
nately there was no one In the house, 
the Merriam family being at Thomas­ 
ville, Ga., and Gov. Merriam being 
temporarily 
quartered at 
the Aber­ 
deen. 
The building was insured for 
$30,000 aud the furniture and fixtures 
at $12,000. The total loss can hardly 
reach as high as these figures. 
The Merriam residence occupies a 
commanding site on the hill in the 
square surrounded 
by Cedar, Sher­ 
burne, Jackson and University avenue, 
and was built iu 1889 at a cost of $40,- 
000. 
It was the handsomest struc­ 
ture by far In the vicinity, and with 
its magnificent grounds, was the de­ 
light and admiration of the out-of- 
towu sight-seers. 
The governor has 
built additions from time to time, nnd 
it was one of the finest houses in the 
city. 
A defective flue is supposed to 
have been the cause of the fire. 
‘The only thing I know about it,” 
said Gov.

Erect such a framework as Is 
shown, except the roof boards, every 
six feet. The celling boards are not 
nailed, and if the pit is long, at suita­ 
ble intervals two boards of the double- 
board roof are tacked on so lightly 
that they can lie removed easily, these 
openings serving for holes through 
which the jmtatoes may be spouted. 
In a very cold ell ma ti* the roof is also 
covered with six to ten Inches of earth. 
The front end of the pit is supplied 
with a suitable double door and double 
boarding .the space being filled with 
straw. One or two small ventilators 
may be placed in the roof, which

Facts About F ertlllsiac. 
The value of the atmosphere as a 
fertilizer Is shown by the fact that 
fallow land gradually increases in rick 
ness and producing power. This is fat 
more than “resting” the land; It Is feed­ 
ing it as well. The process is enhanced 
by turning the soil frequently, especial­ 
ly lf made so fine that the air can do 
more than reach the rugged clods. 
If there be no water-tight gutter In 
the stails the liquid manure can be 
saved by placing behind the cattle a 
quantity of road dust, much, sawdust 
or other absorbent. As thrown out, 
let this be well mixed with the heavier 
manure, and It will give a rich and 
quick fertilizer which will more than 
pay all labor. 
The average value of wood ashes as 
a fertilizer is placed at about $i) a ton. 
Where large amounts of refuse wood 
can bo gathered with no other cost 
than the labor, It would pay to gather 
and burn such just for the ashes. To 
a gardener who watches every penny, 
all the rubbish he can pick up is a 
treasure, especially for the strawberry 
bed. 
As all plants take up their nutriment 
in a liquid form, it follow’s that liquid 
manures should give the promptest 
growth. It cannot always be applied 
in (his shape, but should be In such 
form as to lie easily soluble under the 
normal conditions of moisture in the 
soil. Therefore, Ane, well rotted ma­ 
nures are most effective. 
The liquid manure Is the most valua­ 
ble produced upon the farm, and it is 
the one regarding which the least care 
is taken in saving it. There is no pos­ 
itive need of water-tight tanks to re­ 
ceive It. for it can he allowed to mingle 
with muck, road dust or sawdust, and 
can then he stirred with the heavier 
manures, and repay all the labor it hag 
cost.

Bavarian beer is 
tamed all over the world for its purity; 
and, chemically considered, its high 
reputation is justly deserved. As to 
Its healthfulness, this seems to be a 
question of quantity rather than Qual­ 
ity; and I am not quite ready to affirm 
that, taken In moderation, it Is not a 
normal and wholesome article of diet. 
They call beer in Bavaria flusslges 
brod—that is, bread in liquid form— 
a name which some would think to 
be not very complimentary to the 
“staff of life.” Be this as It may, it Is 
certain that beer constitutes, whether 
for better or worse, a large fraction of 
nutriment of the people, especially of 
the peasantry. With this latter ele­ 
ment of society I have had much Inter­ 
course for several years, and know 
their habits and dietetic resources 
pretty well. As a rule, the peasant 
class in Bavaria are practically vege­ 
tarians. Not 
that 
they 
have any 
dietetic theories as to the uses of ani­ 
mal and vegetable food respectively; 
for, truth to tell, they have commonly 
no theories about anything under the 
sun, being Ignorant and priest-ridden 
to a degree which excludes nearly all

Seedta* to Grass. 
Seeding to grass a field that has been 
in hoed crops for years, but which one 
has no manure or fertilizer unless he 
buys on credit: If he has use for the 
fodder a crop of oats and peas, and 
clover grown therewith, for plowing 
under in the fall, would pe a good or­ 
der to follow before seeding down. If 
this plan is adopted we would advise 
the use of 500 pounds of bone and 200 
pounds of muriate of potash per acre 
when the oats and peas are sown 
Sow 14 bushels each of oats and of 
peas as early as the ground can be 
worked, plow the peas under and sow 
the oats and 15 pounds of common red 
clover seed after plowing, aud harrow 
lightly. Unless the ground is quite 
dry the dover should be bushed In. If 
he has no use for fodder crops we 
would advise that he plow under, 4 
inches deep, 14 bushels lier acre of say 
beans, sown broadcast at com plant­ 
ing time. If the soil Is of fair quaHty 
this crop should give a good manuring 
for seeding down by August LY. This 
manuring alone ought to produce good 
grass, although it would be Improved 
by the use of 2U0 pounds of muriate of 
potash and 300 pounds of fine bone.

government put up the price of beer 
l-2c per quart. 
Speedily it became 
evident that bread in a fluid as well 
as in a solid state can breed revolu­ 
tions; for such was the threatening 
attitude of popular feeling that riot­ 
ous assemblies gathered la the streets 
and public parks, and especially in 
the great court yard of the royal 
brewery, and It was for a little while 
a question how long the walls would 
bo likely to stand and the great tuns 
and vats to hold their precious con­ 
tent#.

But if for other pur- 
pones I would say use wheat middlings 
mixed with ground corn and oats hi 
equal quantities, and then adding one- 
fifth part oil meal, all made Into skip 
with sklm-milk instead of water. This 
with the run of clover pasture and 
some extra feed, such as shelled corn 
soaked or ground oats and corn dry, 
either fed between meals or kept 
where the pigs can hax’e access to It, 
will produce a pig ready for market 
about as soon as any I have ever tried. 
If skimmed milk cannot lie had use 
water.

Earyptln* D ellearlei. 
Every country has its own little deli­ 
cacies, and the British soldiers who 
are now pouring into Egypt have al­ 
ready undoubtedly bought from the 
street hawkers the green cakes, and 
possibly, the kabolis, for which the 
kind of the Nile is famous. 
The kabob Is broiled meat, but Is 
broll*ii in so ridiculous a fashion as to 
be really funny. 
The peddler uses a 
little charcoal furnace, something like 
those In use by our plumbers. In it ho 
keeps a small bnt hot fire. Attached 
to the side of the furnace arc a lot of 
iron skewers. When the customer ap­ 
proaches the hawkey takes a small 
piece of meat, mutton or goat, the lat­ 
ter being the most popular, cuts it 
with a sharp knife Into a long ribbon, 
winds it around the skewer and places 
it over the charcoal fire. Some of the 
drippings are collected, and, with a 
little salt, or salt and spice, make a 
pleasant sauce for the kabob when it 
Is done. Th# cooking is very rapid. 
What with th# heat of the fire and th# 
thinn#ss of the meat, it Is thoroughly 
done in two or three minutes. 
The green cakes are nothing more 
nor less than small wheaten cakes 
mixed with chopped green leaves of 
various kinds, salted and baked in ft 
slow oven, They are pale-yellow, yel­ 
low-gray and brownish-gray, with ir­ 
regular splashes of green on both the 
upper and lower surface. They are 
said to be very nourishing, and they 
are certainly very appetizing and pal­ 
atable when fresh from the oven.—

Sci en 11 rte Straw berry Growing. 
More frequent dry seasons call for a 
change of methods in straxvlierry 
growing. In order to fight the drouth 
successfully and do tho cultivating 
with horses, set the plants 30 or 32 
Inches apart in tho row, and plow both 
xx’ays. The rows must be straight, so 
that the cultivator may be run close 
to the plants. Keep the entire surface 
covered xvith a dust mulch. Growth 
xviH then continue* through a drouth. 
In the winter cover the xvholc space 
with a mulch. In spring make a small 
opening ox’er tho crown of the plant 
with a pointed stick. The leaves will 
grow up through this opening. The 
mulch can then remain to prevent 
evaporation and to keep the berries 
clean. 
I ii the hill the fruit will bt* 
larger, better colored and sweeter than 
lf grown In the matted roxy. Varieties 
like Ha verla lid will hax’e as high a 
cqlor as Parker Earle. 
I have followed this plan for three 
years, and would no more thiuk of go­ 
ing back to the matted roxv than I 
would cut my hay xvith n scythe. This 
system is made easily possibJe by the 
invention of tho automatic runner cut­ 
ter, which gathers up and cuts the 
runners leaving them about a foot in 
length. A new fruit stem will result 
from every runner which Is cut. I 
have counted as many as 32 fruit 
stems on a hill from xvhich the run­ 
ners were cut the year before. Less 
labor is required to* got the patch in 
condition for succeeding crops than by 
any other system. 
If ground Is limited set the rows 33 
inches apart and the piants IG4 inches 
apart in the row and cidtivate one way. 
This plan will require more hoeing, 
but the yield per acre will be 25 per 
cent greater. Select varieties which 
send out runners freely. Keep these 
cut off. Crowns fonr to six Inches 
across will result Txvo quarts to the 
hill is not an excessive yield, aud the 
quality will lie first-class.—C. D. Car­ 
ter, Michigan, in Orange Judd Farmer, 


Silo Cor* Grow* W ith Potato**. 
For three years I have raised corn 
for the silo on the same land with my 
potatoes, with good results. I manure 
well for potatoes and fertilize in the 
drill. I plow and harrow deeply, fur­ 
row out the roxvs three feet apart, 
put in fertilizer and brash it in, and 
drop th# seed twelve inches apart. 
Then harrow lightly crosswise, and In 
a week lengthwise, aud when the po­ 
tatoes begin to prick through, harroxv 
again; by this time the land Is mellow 
—lf not too wet—and has no weeds. 
When you see the welds begin to 
sprout, start your cultivator, go stew 
eli te to the plant, then In a few days 
use a horse lice for ridging that covers 
the weeds In the bills. As ’ho weeds 


or other rubbish, but bum the same 
before ploxving. And don’t use any­ 
thing but fine, well rotted manure on 
the garden. Any sort of trash in the 
soil makes It difficult to cultivate any 
kind of garden crop. 


April Notes. 
Roll the oats, the wheat and the 
meadows. 
Be sure the soil is in good tilth be 
fore planting the corn 
Don’t plant tender vegetates until 
danger from frost is past 
The use of good seed is oue or the es­ 
sentials in growing a good crop. 
Plant potatoes reasonably deep, so 
that level cultivation can he given. 
In all cases use plenty of seed. It is 
better to thin out than to replant. 
A good garden and small fruit plat 
xviii furnish haif the eating for the 
family.

Make the change from grain to gras# 
gradual, and in this way lessen the 
risk of scours, 
Provide good pasturage for the grow­ 
ing pigs. They will grow faster and 
keep healthier. 
When the teams are stopped to allow 
them to rest pull the collars away from 
the shoulders. 
Set out the trees for the orchard at 
the first opportunity. The sooner the 
work Is done the better, 
Now is the best time to hatch tur- 
kevs, geese and ducks, and all the hens 
that will sit should be put to work. 
When It can be done, It will be round 
a good plan to make the ration for the 
work team part corn and part oats. 
Make the conditions of germination 
as favorable as possible, so as to se­ 
cure a strong, vigorous plant at the

In making the most out of the pas­

One Owned In Parte Averaged Five 
Meal* Knelt Year. 
During tho last few months some of 
the gentlemen connected with the Mu­ 
seum of Natural History at Purls have 
given to the world various interesting 
results of their observations. 
The learned professor at the mu­ 
seum, Leon Valliant, describes the dict 
of a serpent more than txventy feet 
long, which has been on exhibition at 
the Jardln des Plantes since the mouth 
of August, 1885. Up to the end of 1893 
this reptile has eaten fifty times; that 
Is on the average of five times a year, 
The largest number of times in one 
year that the snake took food xvas in 
1886, when he ate seven times. 
Nearly always the food consisted of 
tho flesh of goats, old and young. 
Three times, however, the repast was 
composed of rabbits and once a goose. 
The feeding of the serpent, which xviii 
cat nothing but what is alive, offers an 
Uncommon spectacle, aud many per­ 
sons request to have notice of tho 
times when the creature feeds, so as 
to witness the feeding. Yet the light- 
ninglike rapidity with which the rep­ 
tile seizes its prey produces a power 
ful impression. 
Apropos of the volume which can, 
by means of distension, enter the 
stomachs of serpents, Prof. Valliant 
relates that a French viper was once 
j?ut in the same cage with a honied 
viper. As these individuals, although 
belonging to different species, were of 
the same size, It xvas supposed that 
they would live amicably side by side. 
Nevertheless, the horned viper, dur­ 
ing the following night, swallowed his 
companion in captivity, and in order 
to accommodate this prey so dispro­ 
portionate to itself, Its body was dis­ 
tended to such a degree that the 
scales, instead of touching each other 
laterally, and even overlapping each 
other a little, as in its normal condi­ 
tion, were separated, leaving between 
th# longitudinal rows of them a space 
equal to their own breadth. All the 
same, digestion proceeded regularly. 
and the viper did not appear to have 
puttered In the least. The case of tho 
cobra that swallowed a brother cobra 
by mistake at the zoo affords another 
example of this extraordinary capacity 
for the accomodation of food.—Pitts­ 
burg Dispatch.

Wants Pryde’a Sentence Commuted. 
The following circular has been 
printed and mailed to numerous citi­ 
zens of Brainerd and Crow Wing 
county, the iui|>ort of which will be 
seen by a perusal: 
Crow Wing county has outstanding 
$25,000 registered orders; the city has 
about $20.0tKJ; the school district 
owes $11,000 and will commeuce the 
next school year without a dollar to 
to pay teachers, and every school dis­ 
trict in the county needs money. The 
tax rate is now 4$ per cent in the city. 
The Pryde hanging will cost about 
$9 00, the customary sheriff’s fee be- 
iug $500. 
He saved the county the 
great expense of a trial by pleading 
guilty, and supposed that by doing 
so and showing his previous irre­ 
proachable character and reputation 
he would be favored a little. 
He has 
no known relatives, except a sister 
who sews for her living. 
He is a com­ 
mon working man and only 21 years 
of age. 
No motive cau be shown or 
imagined for the crime except the 
facinating influence of the Hayward 
trial and hanging ujkju a weak mind. 
No oue knows a bad trait in him pre­ 
vious to the crime. 
He neither used 
profane or vulgar language nor drank. 
He was a regular attendant at church 
aud the Y. M. C. A. 
His employers 
trusted him implicitly to care for 
their property and their children. 
I believe hanging a relic of barbar­ 
ism aud opposed to every principle 
of the Christian religion, and that 
where the legislature has allowed the 
death penalty, it should, in the inter­ 
est of decency and the moral welfare 
of the community, he executed in the 
state prison, painlessly and without 
publicity, aud thus avoiding contam ­ 
inating the minds of children and 
persons of feeble intellect aud inseus- 
lbly brutaliziug the wholecommunity. 
The ouly argum ent for a death 
penalty is that it will deter others 
from committing like crimes, which 
if it were not disbelieved by most 
students of penology, is conclusively 
disproven by the fact that not only 
was this m urder committed shortly 
after the Hayward hanging, and was 
the direct result of the iufluence of 
that hanging and its attendant cir­ 
cumstances, but this was followed by 
another in Duluth committed by two 
young men, seventeen and eighteen 
years old. without cause, except that 
one of them remarked that In* would 
show people that Harry Hayward’** 
nerve was not in it with his. 
A large pioportion of the children 
of the state, and persons naturally 
criminally inclined, have an indistinct 
ideathai there was something heroic 
in Hayward’s nerve. 
1 have tried, unsuccessfully, to get 
data as to the number of murders 
committed and attem pted since our 
law was changed in 1886, as I believe 
the proportion has been far greater 
than before. 
I believe a hanging to be a disgrace 
and an incalcuable injury to any civ­ 
ilized community, aud hope you will 
join in a petition to the governor to 
commute Pryde's sentence to life im­ 
prisonment 
If you will, please write “yes” on 
the enclosed postal hiid mail it.

oue hundred representative citizens 
of the county sign, the governor will 
probably grant the petition.

Wants PrySe’s Sentence Commuted. 
The following circular baa been 
printed and mailed to numerous citi­ 
zens of Brainerd and Crow Wing 
oonnty, the import of which will be 
seen by a perusal: 
Crow Wing county has outstanding 
$25,000 registered orders; the city bas 
shoot $20,000; the school district 
owes $11,000 and will commence the 
next school year without a dollar to 
to pay teachers, aud every school dis­ 
trict in the county needs money. The 
tax rate is now 4f per cent in the city. 
The Pry de hanging will cost about 
$900t, the customary sheriff’s fee be­ 
ing $ 5 0 0 . He saved the county the 
great expense of a trial by pleading 
guilty, aud supposed that by doing 
so aud showing his previous irre­ 
proachable character and reputation 
he would be favored a little. He has 
no known relatives, except a sister 
who sews for her living. He is a com­ 
mon working man and only 21 years 
of age. No motive can be shown or 
imagined for the crime except the 
facinating influence of the Hayward 
trial and hanging noon a weak mind. 
No one knows a baa trait in him pre­ 
vious to the crime. He neither used 
Erofane or vulgar language nor drank, 
[e was a regular attendant at church 
and the Y. M. C. A. 
His employers 
trusted him implicitly to care for 
their property and their children. 
I believe hanging a relic of barbar­ 
ism and opposed to every principle 
of the Christian religion, and that 
where the legislature has allowed the 
death penalty, it should, in the inter­ 
est of decency and the moral welfare 
of the community, be executed in the 
state prison, painlessly aud without 
publicity, aud thus avoiding contam­ 
inating the minds of children and 
persons of feeble intellect and insens 
ihly brutalizing the wholecommnnity 
The only argument for a death 
penalty is that it will deter others 
from committing like crimes, which 
if it were not disbelieved by most 
students of penology, is conclusively 
disproven by the fact that not only 
was this murder committed shortly 
alter the Hayward hanging, and was 
the direct result of the influence 
that hanging and its attendant cir 
comstances, but this was followed by 
another in Duluth committed by two 
young men, seventeen and eighteen 
years old, without cause, except that 
one of them remarked that he would 
show people that Harry Hayward’ 
nerve was not iu it witn his. 
A large proportion of the children 
of the state, and persons naturally 
criminally inclined, have an indistinct 
idea that there was something heroic 
in Hayward’s nerve. 
I have triad, unsuccessfully, to get 
data as to the number of murders 
committed and attempted since our 
law was changed in 1886, as I believe 
the proportion has been far greater 
than before. 
I believe a banging to be a disgrace 
and an incalcnable injury to any civ 
ilized community, and hope you wil 
join in a petition to the governor to 
commote Pry de’s sentence to life im 
prisonment 
If yon will, please write “yes” on 
the enclosed postal and mail it.

How to Fringe a Circle. 
A fringed edge is always pretty 
when new, but soon wears out in 
washing, and requires care and trim­ 
ming to keep it looking well; and as 
it. is not durable it is unsatisfactory as 
a finish to a piece upon which much 
t ime and eyesight have been expended 
Fringed circles 
can be made by 
amateurs if the penciled line be fol 
lowed on the sewing machine with a 
close stitch and afterwards button­ 
holed in silk to harmonize with the 
predominating color, or in plain white 
The threads are then drawn, as in 
ordinary friuging, until they will pull 
out any farther but run into the edge 
of the circle, when they are cut off to 
the required length of the fringe. 
It 
is easier to do this latter work if two 
circles have been drawn in the first 
place, the outer one marking the width 
of the fringe, and the linen cut on 
this line before beginning to draw the 
threads. 
A deep fringe may be 
knotted with good effect. 
Circles 
may also be edged with a rolled hem 
along the penciled line, and then 
nice quality of lace closely over­ 
handed on.-From “Appropriate Edges 
for Linen Embroideries,” in Demo 
rest’s Magazine for April.

City of Mexico, April 15. — A tele­ 
gram from O axaca City to-day states 
that. tb«* rebel Indians a t the town of 
Juqnelu killed all the town councillors, 
school teachers, local priests, chief of 
police and the telegraph ojierator; In 
fact, every one holding a governm ent 
place. 
The people are in terro r and 
troops have been sent for the relief 
of the town. 
The 
m ilitary 
m ovem ent 
m ade 
ag ain st tin* rebel Zim atlans has re- 
sulted in driving the Indians into the 
m ountains. 
They began their plotting 
in holy week, instigated by Indian 
lawyers, who inform ed them th a t the 
new state taxes were constitutional, 
but the authorities paid no attention 
to tin* excitem ent am ong them , con­ 
sidering they w ere engaged in their 
usual drunken celebration of tin* sea­ 
son. 
But procuring 
arm s 
and 
machetes, they mad** a rush for the 
tow n 
ball an d 
the prefect 
hastily 
closed the doors, which they soaked 
with petroleum and burned, thus «*f- 
Te< ling an entrance, sacking the place 
and penetrating 
the private 
a p a rt­ 
m ents of tin* prefect, grossly m al­ 
treated tbe women of his family, and 
then turning attention to the officials 
and 
arm ed servants, 
killed 
and 
wounded several. 
The scene was a 
horrible one. 
The assault took place 
in the early evening and tin* excite­ 
ment of tin* mob was indescribable. 
The 
Indians were 
possessed with 
fury and it was absolutely impossible 
for respectable inhabitants to control 
them as all were drunk and maddeued. 
Tin* mob, a fte r sticking tin* town hall, 
w ent to the federal stam p office and 
assaulted it. burning down tin* o u t­ 
side «l*>or with petroleum, which also 
com m unicated tire to the entire house, 
placing Collector Gracinda, who w as 
on tin* roof with bis clerks, in a con­ 
dition of the utm ost peril, but they 
m anaged to escape by the rear. 
The 
Indians escaped to tho mountains.

T here were no witnesses to the killing 
of Smith, and Page w as acquitted, 
though the triul cost him a large sum 
of money. 
Not more than a year afte r the kill­ 
iug of Smith, Page, stricken by p ar­ 
alysis, followed his victim to the un­ 
known beyoiul. Co. Page hud long 
bccu a most extensive dealer iu lum­ 
ber .the ow ner of mills, tin* purchaser 
of lilt* output of others aud the seller 
at one tim e of all tin* lum ber made in, 
a large part of E astern Texas. 
Hi* 
w as a solitary, morose man, of violent 
passions an d with a m ania on one sub­ 
ject. 
His antipathy to expectoration, to 
coughing, or th a t peculiar sound made 
by persons in clearing the th ro at call­ 
ed hawking, w as so violent th a t it was 
a mania. 
H ow ever innocent the of­ 
fender, nearly every one so offending, 
unless then* w as very plainly reason 
for discretion, w as the victim of per­ 
sonal assault and much more frequent 
ly vituperative abuse from Col. 1’uge, 
who raged as a m adm an, insisted that 
such acts w ere Intended as personal 
insults. This infirmity, coupled, per 
chance, with an u nnatural disposition, 
made him a solitary man, and certainly 
one dreaded by a ll'w h o had business 
with him.—St. Louis Republic. 


A m eric an I’ro g re M in M ilitary Si*- 
nalinar. 
A description of a F rench military 
signaling system has recently gouo the 
round of the papers. Capt. Charles 
Plum b, siguul officer of the Fourth 
Signal Corps, N. O., N. Y., now claim s 
that the work th a t is being done in 
this field In America is equally de­ 
serving of notice. Among other illus­ 
trations of the excellent training and 
efficiency of the various signal bu­ 
reaus, officers and corps In the United 
S tates arm y and navy, Capt. Plum b 
speaks of a complete telegraph and 
telephone outfit which was success­ 
fully used upon the practice march 
with 
the 
Sixty-fiftli 
regim ent 
last 
August. Conversation w as carried on 
over the flying cable tw o miles long 
l>otween the officers’ tents and outposts 
which formed the stations. Each sta ­ 
tion had sufficient battery for working 
the entire line. T he sam e system was 
used last fall iu rifle practice between 
tiring point and targets, a distance of 
GOO yards. A squad of three men laid 
the flying cable, connected stations aud 
reported statious opeu for com m uni­ 
cation 
in 
exactly 
thirteen 
m inutes 
ufter arriving upon the ground. The 
entire station outfit, consisting of iwit- 
tery. relay key. sw itches and telephone 
complete, weighs nineteen pounds; the 
extra w eight added per mile is P i 
pounds per station. T he instrum ent 
crtu he carried on horseback. A soldier 
can am b u sh in tall grass or behind 
anything twC'hty-four inches high, and 
either telegraph or telephone aud writo 
his messages down w ithout any one 
know ing he is there until he is right 
upon him. If any hostile forces should 
Ik* in the vicinity the operator can call 
for help without the enemy knowing 
It. 
If one of the batteries should be­ 
come disabled tlie other stations con­ 
tinue to work with it and with each 
other, but the disabled station must 
resort to the flag, heliograph or flash 
lantern for signaling until a new b a t­ 
tery h as been attached or the trouble 
repaired.

Every country has its own little deli­ 
cacies, an d the British soldiers who 
are now imuring into Egypt have a l­ 
ready undoubtedly bought front th<* 
street haw kers the green cakes, and 
possibly, the kabobs, for which the 
kind of the Nile is famous. 
The kabob is broiled meat, but is 
broiled in so ridiculous ft fashion as to 
be really funny. 
T he peddler uses a 
little charcoal furnace, som ething like 
those In use by our plumbers. 
Iu it lie 
keeps a sm all but hot fire. Attached 
to the side of the furnace uro a lot of 
iron skewers. W hen the custom er a p ­ 
proaches tlio haw ker takes a small 
piece of meat, m utton or goat, the lat­ 
ter l*eing the most popular, cuts it 
w ith a sharp knife into a long ribbon, 
w inds it around the skew er and places 
it over the charcoal fire. Some of the 
drippings are collected, and, w ith a 
little salt, or salt aud spice, m ake a 
pleasaut sauce for the kabob w hen it 
is done. The cooking is very rapid. 
W hat with tlie heat of the tire and the 
thinness of the meat, it is thoroughly 
done iu tw o or three minutes. 
The green cakes are nothing more 
nor less than sm all w heaten cakes 
mixed with chopped green leaves of 
various kinds, stilted and baked in a 
slow oven. They are pale-yellow, yel­ 
low-gray and brownish-gray, w ith ir­ 
regular splashes of green on both tlie 
upper and lower surface. They are 
said to be very nourishing, au d they 
are certainly very appetizing and pal­ 
atable when fresh from the oven.— 
New York Mail and Express.

T he heavy 
lines in the figure show a fram ew ork 
of 2x4 scantling; tin* light lines are 
Inch boards; lhe center one supports 
tho roof; the horizontal one show s the 
tHHirdiug over the pit which, in a cold 
climate, is covered with earth, straw <»r 
leaves. 
If no floor is laid then the 
jv»sts. which are 2x4, should extend 
into the ground for support. On the 
outside throe or more boards may be 
nailed to prevent tlu* earth from fall­ 
ing in. Erect sueli a fram ew ork as is 
shown, except tlio roof boards, every 
six feet. The celling ls*ards are not 
nailed, an d if the pit is long, at su ita­ 
ble intervals two boards of tlu* double- 
board roof are tacked on so lightly 
that they can Ik* removed easily, those 
openings serving for holes through 
which the potatoes may be spouted. 
In a very cold clim ate tlu* roof is also 
covered with six to ten Inches of earth. 
Tin* front end of tin* pit is supplied 
with a suitable double door and double 
boarding .tlu* space being filled witli 
straw . One or tw o small ventilators 
may bo placed 
in tho roof, which 
should 
be 
closed 
during 
extrem e 
w eather. Buildings sim ilar to this one

are quite common iu tlio potato dis- 
tricts of W estern New York. They 
are often built l.*>0 feet long, are said 
to last m any years, and are used for 
storing seed potatoes. 
Fig. 2 show s a som ew hat ruder pit, 
entirely covered 
with 
earth except 
the front end. 
R ath er heavy timbers, 
often old railway ties, are used for tin* 
fram ew ork as shown. 
The fram es 
are placed about six feet apart, and 
tin* entire outside is boarded horizon­ 
tally. doubled and lapped on the roof 
like shingles, with cheap lumber, aiul 
then earth is throw n around and over 
the entire structure. T his construction 
is less durable than tlu* other, but can 
be easily repaired its portions of the 
fram ew ork rot out. 


S o i a c t h l n K A b o u t S w i v e l P l o w * . 
“ Is there any swivel plow th a t will 
turn a fiat furrow on level land or a 
little hill? I prefer alw ays to plow 
from tin* open ditches, and all our best 
land Ixirders such.” This query is a n ­ 
swered as follows by Rural New Work­ 
er: 
It is possible to m ake a swivel plow 
that will do as good work as one that 
is formed to turn a furrow but one 
way. W here double plows are carried, 
perm itting tin* use of mie plow in pass­ 
ing one way and the other in passing

the opposite way, the w ork can bo 
most adm irably done. There is not 
the slightest use of a swivel plow iu 
order to turn tin* furrow s from the

A fter the w eeds are k ille d -sa y ln 
from three to six days—then cultivate 
to bring dow n this ridge. Then rldgq 
again at the right time, and ju st l>e- 
fore the vines fall sow a little fertil­ 
izer betwoeu the rows; run the cultb 
vator through, shutting it as closely 
as you can, say from four to sin 
inches; then run your horse corn plan­ 
ter. set to one kernel in four Inches, 
afte r which ft needs no more care till 
ready for the silo. If everything works 
well, the potatoes are through grow­ 
ing w hen the corn is 10 or 12 Inches 
high, and th e potatiK»s will cover tlie 
ground so no weeds will start. 
1 thtnb 
the corn shades the ground, and pre* 
vents the potatoes from rotting. 
I cu< 
tw o rows in 15 or 20. feed tills corf 
to tin* cows and dig tin* potatoes, inak 
ing a road over which to draw tin 
corn to the silo.—A Connecticut F a rm 
er. 


F u e l * A b o n t F e r l l l i K i n a 
The value of tin* atiuosph*»re as a 
fertilizer Is show n by the fact that 
fallow land gradually increases in rich 
ness and producing power. T his Is fat 
more th an “resting” the land; it is feed­ 
ing it as well. T he process is enhanced 
by turning the soil frequently, especial­ 
ly if made so fine th a t the air cau do 
more than reach the rugged clods. 
If there lie no w ater-tight g u tter in 
th e stalls tlu* liquid m anure can be 
saved by placing iHdtiud tin* cattle a 
quantity of road dust, much, saw d u st 
or other absorbent. 
As thrown out, 
let this bo well mixed with the heavier 
manure, and it will give a rich and 
quick fertilizer which will more than 
pay ail labor. 
T he average value of wood ashes as 
a fertilizer is placed at about 
a ton. 
W here large am ounts of refuse wood 
can Ik* gathered with no other cost 
than the labor, it would pay to gather 
and burn such just for the ashes. To 
a gardener who watches e v e ry penny, 
all tin* rubbish lie can pick up is a 
treasure, especially for tin* straw berry 
bed. 
As all plants take up their nutrim ent 
in a liquid form, it follows that liquid 
m anures should give tlu* promptest 
growth. 
It cannot alw ays lie npplied 
in this shape, but should be in such 
form as to lie easily soluble under the 
normal conditions of moisture ln the 
soil. Therefore, fine, well rotted m a­ 
nures are most effective. 
The liquid m anure Is tin* most valua­ 
ble produced upon the farm, and it is 
the one regard lug which the least care 
is taken in saving it. T here is no pos­ 
itin ' need of w ater-tight tanks to re­ 
cti vo it. for it can be allowed to mingle 
with muck, road dust or saw dust, and 
can then Ik* stirred with tin* heavier 
manures, and repay all the labor it has* 
cost. 


S«*«»(11iik to Grim* 
Seeding to grass a field that lias been 
in lioed crops for years, but which one 
lias no m anure or fertilizer unless ho 
buys on credit: 
If in* lias use for tlio 
fodder a crop of oats an d peas, and 
clover grow n therewith, for plowing 
under iu the fall, would bo a good or­ 
der to follow before seeding down. 
If 
this plan is adopted we would advise 
the use of 500 pounds of bone and 200 
pounds of m uriate of potash per acre 
when the oats and peas are sown. 
Sow By bushels each of oats and of 
peas as early as tlu* ground can be 
worked, plow the peas under nml sow 
tlu* oats and 15 pounds of common red 
clover seed afte r plowing, and harrow 
lightly. 
Fnless tlu* ground Is quite 
dry tlu* clover should Ik* hushed ln. 
If 
in* luis no use for fodder crops we 
would advise that lie ph>w under. 4 
inches deep. By bushels per acre of say 
beaus, sown broadcast at corn plant­ 
ing time, 
if tin* soil Is of fair quality 
this crop should give a good m anuring 
for seeding down by August 15. This 
m anuring alone ought to produce g(KHl 
grass, although it would be improved 
by tin* use of 2H0 pounds of m uriate of 
potash and 300 pounds of line bom*. 


A l i n r d c n I t n o k 
W here there are tw o persons about 
a place to assist each other in tlu* 
work of tlu* garden, the rack th at is 
figured, iu the New York Tribune, will 
prove exceedingly convenient. When 
there is but one pair of hands to do 
the work, a w heelbarrow wheel could 
readily be fitted to one end, when a 
convenient garden wheelbarrow would 
result. T he fram e should be iuado 


S t r n u l i c r r r G row ing. 
Mon* frequent dry seasons call for a 
change 
of 
methods 
in 
straw berry 
growing. 
In order to fight the drouth 
successfully and do the cultivating 
with horses, set tlu* plants 30 <>r 32 
inches apart in tlu* row, and plow both 
ways. The rows m ust be straight, so 
th at the cultivator may be run close 
to the plants. Keep the entire surface 
covered with a d u st mulch. G row th 
will tiien continue through a drouth. 
In the w inter cover tin* whole space 
with a mulch. 
In spr'ng m ake a small 
opening over tin* crown of the plant 
with a pointed stick. T he leaves will 
grow up through tliis opening. The 
mulch can then rem ain to prevent 
evaporation and to keep the berries 
clean. 
In tlie hill the fruit will be 
larger, better colored and sw eeter than 
if grown in tlu* m alted row. 
Varieties 
like Haverlaiul will have as high a 
cqlor as Barker Earle. 
I have followed this plan for three 
years, aud would no more think of go­ 
ing back to the m atted row than I 
would cut my hay with a scythe. Tills 
system is made easily possible by the 
invention of tlu* autom atic runner cut­ 
ter. which gathers up and cuts tlie 
runners leaving them about a foot iu 
length. 
A new fruit stem will result 
from every runner which is cut. 
I 
have counted as many as 32 fruit 
Stems on a hill from which the ru n ­ 
ners were out tin* year before. Less 
labor is required to got the patch in 
condition for succeeding crops than by 
any other system. 
If ground is limited set the rows 33 
incites ap art and the plants Id’- inches 
apart in the row and cultivate one way. 
This plan will require more hoeing, 
but tin* yield per acre will be 25 per 
cent greater. Select varieties which 
send out runners freely. 
Keep these 
cut off. f ro w n s four to six inches 
across will result. Two quarts to the 
hill is not an excessive yield, and the 
quality will be first-class.—f . I). C ar­ 
ter, Michigan, in Grange Judd F anner. 


S i l o C o r n G r o w n W i t h P o t a t o m 
F o r three years I have raised corn 
for the silo on the sam e land with my 
potatoes, with good results. 
I m anure 
well for potatoes and fertilize in the 
drill. 
I plow aud hat row deeply, fur­ 
row out the rows throe feet apart, 
put in fertilizer and brush it in, and 
drop the seed twelve Inches apart. 
Then harrow lightly crosswise, and In 
a week lengthwise, and when the po ­ 
tatoes bogin to prick through, harrow 
again; by this time the land is mellow 
— if not too wet - and lias no weeds. 
W hen you see tl.e 
w etd s 
begin to 
<q ;■ at. sta rt your cultivator, go slow 
close b> tlie* plant, then in a few days 
use a horse lice for ridging that covers 
the weeds iu the hills. As ‘he weeds

S»»w lirutx Seed E arly. 
T here is quite a diversity of opinion 
am ong farm ers as to the best tim e to 
sow grass set'd, but th e general con­ 
census of opinion seems to Ik* in tn 'o i 
of early seeding. Seed seldom sprouts 
until the w arm w eather comes, and 
when it is sowed early it g e ts into the 
soil by freezing and thawing, and 
when it d o e s sta rt it has a good hold 
on the soil. There is more tim e now to 
do the work than if delayed until tho 
busy season begins. 


C lean I p Hie G arden. 
If you w an t ft nice garden soil to 
c u l t i v a t e all through the sum m er, don’t 
turn under anv old weeds, cornstalks 
or other rubbish, but burn the sam e 
before plowing. And don’t use an y ­ 
thing but tine, well rotted m anure on 
the garden. Anv sort of trash in the 
soil m a k e s it difficult to cultivate any 
kind of garden crop. 


A pril Xoten. 
Roll tho oats, the w heat and the 
meadows. 
Be sure the soil is in good tilth be­ 
fore planting tlio corn. 
Don’t plant tender vegetables until 
danger from frost is past. 
The use of good seed is one of the es­ 
s e n t ia l s ln growing a good crop. 
P la n t p o ta to e s r ea so n a b ly d ie p , so 
th a t level c u ltiv a tio n c a n be g iv en . 
In all cases use plenty of seed. 
It is 
better to thin out than to replant. 
A good garden and small fruit plat 
will furnish half the eating for the 
family. 
See that nil young stock m ake a 
thrifty sta ll to grow by fi*eding the 
d am s well. 
Make the change from grain to grass 
gradual, and in this w ay lessen the 
risk ot scours. 
Provide good p asturage for t he grow­ 
ing pigs. They will grow faster aud 
keep healthier. 
When the team s are stopped to allow 
them to rest pull the collars aw ay from 
tho shoulders. 
Set out the trees for tho orchard at 
the first opportunity. T he sooner the 
work is done the better. 
Now is the best tim e to hatch tu r ­ 
keys. geese and ducks, aud all the liens 
that will sit should be put to work. 
W hen it can b«* done, it will be found 
a good plan to umke tin* ration for the 
work team part corn and part oats. 
Make the conditions of germiuntlon 
as favorable as possible, so as to se­ 
cure a strong, vigorous plant at the 
start. 
In m aking tho most out of the p as­ 
t u r e s it will be found a g<K»d plan to 
let slicep follow cattle, rath er than to 
keep all together. 
P u sh the early-hatched chickens and 
m arket them while the prices are good. 
B etter prices cau be realized now than 
later. 
W ith nil crops, it is quite an item to 
get them planted in good season, aud 
In a m ajority of cases it will be better 
economy to hire a little extra help 
than to get behind now. 
Generally a safe rule in planting is 
to cover the earliest planting rather 
shallow, increasing the depth of cov­ 
ering hs the season advances and the 
soil gets w arm er and drier. 
One advantage in having the soil 
tine tilth w hen the planting is done, is 
that the cultivation can be begun much 
earlier, and this gives a better oppor 
tunity for keeping down tlu* weeds. 
Plan to have a good sm all pasture 
ccnveuicut to the stables, especially 
for t i e teams, where they can be 
turned for a few hours every evening. 
This will be better than to let them

H ere In Bavaria, w here I write, all 
l>eer is subject to strict governm ental 
inspection; and if adulterations are 
found iu it the police authorities empty 
it into the public sewers, the brew er 
bearing all losses and paying all costs. 
As a consequence. B avarian beer is 
famed all over the world for its purity; 
and. chemically considered, its high 
reputation is Justly deserved. As to 
its healthfulness, this seems to l»c a 
question of quantity rath e r th an d u al­ 
ity; and I am not quite ready to affirm 
that, taken In moderation, it is not a 
normal and wholesome article of diet. 
They call beer in B avaria fiusslges 
brod—that is. bread in liquid form — 
ji mime which some would think to 
be not 
very 
com plim entary 
to tlio 
“staff' of life.” Be tills as it may, it Is 
certain that beer constitutes, w hether 
for better or worse, a large fraction of 
n u trim en t of the people, especially of 
the peasantry. W ith this latter ele­ 
ment of society I have had much inter­ 
course for several years, and know 
their 
habits and 
dietetic 
resources 
pretty well. As a rule, the peasant 
class In B avaria are practically vege­ 
tarians. 
Not 
th a t 
they 
have 
any 
dietetic theories us to the uses of an i­ 
mal an d vegetable food respectively; 
for, tru th to tell, they have commonly 
no theories about anything under the 
suu, l>e!ng ignorant and priest-ridden 
to a degree which excludes nearly all 
tin* better possibilities of manhood. 
Sunday is th e only day in the week 
on which the pcasnuts of B avaria 
allow themselves the luxury of meat, 
simply been use tlu* conditions of pov­ 
erty prohibit the Indulgence. 
Beer 
being cheaper titan meat, the working 
classes alm ost of necessity resort to 
it as a staph* article of nourishm ent; 
and it seems to contain, os to chemical 
constituents, much that Is essential to 
repair the w aste of tissue inseparable 
from long and severt* muscular exer­ 
tion. 
In Munich, some years ago. the pub 
lie had a little taste of tlu* prohibition 
dogma, which is not likely soon to Ik* 
repeated. They have a great brewery 
here called the Court brewery, 
by 
reason of the fact that it is owned by 
m em bers of the royal family of Bava­ 
ria, and it Is operated under their su­ 
pervision. 
iu the fluctuations of trade 
it cnmo to pass not so very long ago 
that the price of hops and malt took 
an upw ard stride on tlu* m arket, so 
tlmt the cost of brew ing the royal beer 
w as slightly Increased.

D uring the last few months some of 
tho gentlem en connected with tlu* M u­ 
seum of N atural History at P aris have 
given to the world various interesting 
results of their observations. 
The learned professor at the m u­ 
seum, Leon Yalllant. describes the diet 
of a serpent more titan tw enty feet 
long, which hits been on exhibition at 
the Jnrdin des P lantes since the mouth 
of August, 1S85. 
P p to the cud of 1SH5 
this reptile has eaten fifty tim es; tlmt 
is on the average of five tim es a year. 
The largest num ber of tim es in one 
year th at the snake t<«»k f<**>d was iu 
PSNd, w hen he ate seven times. 
Nearly alw ays tlu* food consisted of 
tho tiesh of gojits, old and young. 
T hree times, however, tlu* repast was 
composed of rabbits and otu e a goose. 
T he feeding of tlie serpent, which will 
ejit nothing but w hat is alive, offers an 
uncommon spectacle, and many per­ 
sons request to have notice of the 
tim es when tlu* creature feeds, so as 
to witness the feeding. 
Yet tlit* light- 
ningllke rapidity w ith which the rep­ 
tile seizes its prey produces a power 
ful impression. 
Apropos of the volume which can, 
by 
m eans of distension, enter 
tlu* 
stom achs of serpents. Prof. Vaillant 
relates th a t a French viper was once 
put in the sam e cage with a horned 
viper. As these individuals, although 
belonging to different species, were of 
che sam e size. It w as supposed that 
they would live am icably side by s id e . 
Nevertheless, th e horned viper, d u r­ 
ing tho following night, swallowed his 
companion in captivity, and in order 
to accom m odate this prey so dispro­ 
portionate to itself. Its body was dis­ 
tended to such a degree that 
tlu* 
scales. Instead of touching each other 
laterally, and even overlapping eacli 
other ft little, as in Its normal condi­ 
tion, w ere separated, leaving between 
th« longitudinal rows of them ji space 
equal to their own breadth. All tin* 
same, 
d ig e s tio n proceeded regularly, 
an d th e viper did not appear to have 
suffered in the least. The c j is o of tho 
cobra th a t swallowed a brother cobra 
by m istake a t tlu* zoo affords another 
exam ple of this extraordinary capacity 
for the accomodation of food.

Wants Pryde’* Sentence Commuted. 


The following circular has been 
printed and mailed to numerous citi- j 
zeus of Brainerd and Crow W ing 
county, the import of which will be 
seen by a perusal: 
Crow W ingcounty has outstanding 
£25,000 registered orders; the city has 
about $20,000; the 
school 
district 
owes $11,000 ami will commence the 
next school year without a dollar to 
to pay teachers, and every school dis­ 
trict in the county needs money. The 
tax rate is now 4 ;j per cent in the city. 
The Pryde hanging will cost about 
$900, the customary sheriff’s fee be- 
iug $500. 
H e saved the county t he 
great expense of a trial by pleading 
guilty, and supposed that by doing 
so and showing his previous irre­ 
proachable character and reputatiou 
he would be favored a little. 
H e has 
no known relatives, except a sister 
who sews for her living. 
He is a com ­ 
mon working man and only 21 years 
of age. 
No motive can be shown or 
imagined for the crime except the 
facinating mfluence of the Hayward 
trial and hanging upon a weak mind. 
No one knows a bad trait in him pre­ 
vious to the crime. 
He neither used 
rofane or vulgar language nor drank. 
Me was a regular attendant at church 
and the Y. M. C. A. 
His em ployers 
trusted him 
im plicitly to care for 
their property and their children. 
I believe hanging a relic of barbar­ 
ism and opposed to every principle 
of the Christian religion, and that 
where the legislature has allowed the 
death penalty, it should, in the inter­ 
est of decency and the moral welfare 
of the community, be executed in the 
state prison, painlessly and without 
publicity, aud thus avoiding contam ­ 
inating the njiuds of children ami 
persons of feeble intellect and iusens- 
bly brutalizing the whole community. 
The only argument for a death 
penalty is that it will deter others 
i!rom com m itting like crimes, which 
if it were not disbelieved by most 
students of penology, is conclusively 
disproven by the fact that not only 
was this murder com m itted shortly 
after the Hayward hanging, and was 
the direct result of the mfluence of 
that hanging and its attendant cir­ 
cumstances, but this was followed by 
another in Duluth committed by two 
young men, seventeen and eighteen 
years old. without cause, except that 
one of them remarked that In* would 
show people that Harry Hayward’s 
nerve was not in it with his. 
A large proportion of the children 
of the state, and persons naturally 
criminally inclined, havean indistinct 
idea that there was som ething heroic 
in Hayward’s nerve. 
1 have tried, unsuccessfully, to get 
data as to the number of murders 
com mitted and attem pted since our 
law was changed in 188(1, as I believe 
the proportion has been far greater 
than before. 
I believe a hanging to be a disgrace 
and an incalcuable injury to any civ­ 
ilized community, aud hope you will 
join in a petition to the governor to 
commute Bryde’s sentence to life im­ 
prisonment 
If you will, please write “yes” on 
the enclosed postal and mail it. 
If 
one hundred representative citizens 
of the county sign, the governor will 
probably grant the petition.
